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ADDITION TO THE AYVIFAUNA OF DOMINICA. 


NOTES ON SPECIES HIVHERTG UNRECORDED WITH 
DESCRIPTIONS OF THREE NEW SPECIES AND A 
LIST OF ALL BIRDS NOW KNOWN TO OCCUR 
ON THE ISLAND.

PART I. 


List of birds obtained and observed during the year 1904 
and hitherto unrecorded from Dominica; with notes on their 
habits and occurrence and descriptions of three new species. 


The following list and notes are compiled from my own 
observations and collections, made during the period from January 
first 1904 to August first 1905. In all cases I have excluded 
all species of which 1 have not actually obtained specimens, 
or in which the characters are so pronounced and the circum- 
stances under which they have been observed are such as to 
render their identification positive. 


In Part II I have included all species now recorded from the 
island, including those observed during the past year. Many of 
the species hitherto recorded have so increased or diminished in 
numbers, or have so changed in their habitat ; dusing the thir- 
teen years since the list by my brother, Mr. G, E. Verrill and 
myself, was published that I have deemed it of interest to note 
such information, as well as any new: facts in regard to nesting 
habits, changes of plumage etc., as I have obtained by the exam- 
ination of additional specimens and observations made during all 
the various seasons of the year. 


Although the new additions to the Dominican avifauna iw 


very large, Lam quite positive that the list of species occurring 
here is still far from complete. 
In addition to the migratory birds,—many species of which 


no doubt escape observation or are irregular or casual in their , 


visits,—there are many portions of the island which have never 
been visited by any collector and which may well contain species 
not only unknown to the island fauna but quite possibly new to 
Science as well. 

In facu I now have specimens of two new species of Humming- 
birds ; one of which is herein described and which I have named 
in honor of the Hon. H. Hesketh Bell, Administrator of Domini- 
ca, whose interest in the ornithology of the island which he 
governs, has proved an invaluable aid to me in my researches. 
Before describing the second species I have considered it wise to 
procure additional material; as it so closely resembles a species 
from the more southern islands that it may, upon the examina- 
tion of a larger series of specimens, prove merely a local variety 
or insular form, 

Nearly all the resident species are known to the natives by 
local “ Patois” names, but in many cases the male and female of a 


species bear quite distinct cognomens and are considered by the 
peasants as distinct species. The migratory birds are seldom 
known to the qatives, as they are of irregular occurence and 
when seen are usually confounded with some local well-known 
species which they more or less resemble. 1 have therefore only 
given the loval names of such migratory species as are regular 
visitants and and are well known to the inhabitants. 


Although the majority of the planters on the island,—and 
especially those who have recently taken up land,—have been 
most courteous and obliging and have done all in their power 
to aid me in securing specimens ; I regret to state that a number 
of Estate owners have, apparently through ignorance of the 
benefit of ornithological work, refused to allow any collecting to 
be done on their lands and have at all times shown themselves 
opposed to the work and have placed all possible obstacles in my 
way,—even going so faras to forbid crossing their property tor 
the purpose of collecting on adjacent public lands. At times 
their behaviour has been really ludicrous,—one planter stating 
that his objection to taking birds on his estate was owing to the 
fact that “all the species found there were insectivorous and 
benefitted his cultivation !” 


It is also deeply to be regretted that the game laws of the 
island are not more up to date or more rigidly enforced. Certain 
birds now protected are injurious to the agriculturist ; while 
other species not protected by law are highly beneficial. More- 
over, while there is little shooting done out of season, large num- 
bers of such birds as the Ground doves, Honey creepers, Warblers 
and Thrushes are captured by the boys and are either played 
with until so badly injured that they die, or are cooped in small 
cages and so neglected and illtreated that they soon succumb. 
This trapping is moreover carried on during the breeding season 
more than at any other time, owing to the greater ease in captur- 
ing the parent birds and thus immense numbers of nestlings 
must annually perish. 

It is to be hoped that the local government will soon take 
steps to frame new laws, or enforce those now existing, in such a 
manner as will put a summary stop to this wanton destruction of 
harmless or beneficial birds. 


ORDER, LONGIPENNES: 
Family, Lavidue. The gulls and terns. 
1. Larus atricilla, Linn. Laughing Gull. “Laughing bird.” 


_ Not uncommon during the carly spring, February and March, 
in the vicinity of Roseau and Marigot. Very wary and difficult 


to procure but easily identified both by note and by the square 
tail which distinguishes this gull from moe of the larger terns. 
Breeds sparingly | near Soufridre. 


9. Gelocheliden nilotica, Hass. Gull-billed Tern. 


A rare resident and very locally distributed. Observed at 
Scott’s Head, Prince Rupert’s Bay and mouth of Layou River. 
One specimen obtained at the last locality June 10th, 1904, 


3. Sterna tschegrava, Lepech. Caspian Tern. 


Rare ; two specimens seen and one taken at Pointe Mulatre, 


August 15th, 1904. Probably a migrant or straggler only. 
4. Sterna maxima, Bodd. Royal Tern. ‘‘ Mauve,” 


Not uncommon resident; breeding at Marigot, Portsmouth, 
Pointe Mulatre, and various points on the Atlantic or windward 
coast. None have been observed or taken later than July. Like 
most of the resident seabirds this large and elegant species dis- 
appears entirely during the fall and winter months, either 
migrating further south or retiring to the open sea and outlying 
rocks, as soon as the young are old enough to fly. 


5. Sterna acufiavidus, Cabot, Cabot’s Tern. 

Rare. Two specimens taken near Soufriere, Oct. 15th and 
19th 1904. Said to breed at Scott’s Head but probably a migrant 
only. 

6 Sterna trudeaui, Aud. Trudeau’s Tern. ‘‘ Twa-oo biane.” 

Not uncommon resident; breeding at Pointe de Fous, Petit 
Soufriere, Marigot and other localities on the Atlantic coast, 


Feb. 6th, to July 28th. 1904. 


7. Hydrochelidon nigra surinamensis,Gmel. American Black 
Tern. “ Twa-oo noir.” 


Rare ; probably a resident, 1s | have observed one or two in 
the vicinity of Morne Rouge during May and June. 


8. Anous melanogenys, Gray. Blackcheeked Noddy. 
“ W’ouen.” 


Common resident locally. Taken at Pointe de Fous, Morne 
Rouge, Scott’s Head and abundant at Aves Island about one

hundred miles due west of Dominica Arrives about Dec. 20th, 
and leaves during September. 


ORDER TUBINARHES. 
Family Procellariidae. The Petrels. 


9. Puffinus auduboni, Finsch. Audubon’s Shearwater. 
“ Police.” A 


Rare resident ; breeds at Scott’s Head and Bois-d’-Inde. Not 
rare on the fishing grounds in the Martinique channel and 
brought to me by the fishernren who report that they are very 
bold and frequently attempt to rob the fish from the canoes. 

Another shearwater also occurs in JJominica, dark browish 
in color and somewhat smaller in size than the Audubon’s, Seen 
once or twice in company with the latter but no specimens as yet 
obtained. 


10. Aestrelata hasitata, Kuhl. Black capped Petrel. 


Rare near the coast but not uncommon on the fishing 
grounds and in Martinique and Guadeloupe channels. One speci- 
men taken from steamer, Sept. 12th, 1904, 


11. Aestrelata jamaicensis, Banc. Jamaica Petrel. 


Not uncommon, but seldom seen during the day. Breeds at 
La Bime, Pointe Guignarde and Lance Rateaux, as well as at 
Morne Rouge and Scott’s Head. In many of the above localities 
the musky odor of these birds is very pronounced when passing 
the cliffs, wherein they breed, on a calm evening. At dusk they 
may often be seen flying about the cliffs in company with myriads 
of bats that spend the day in the fissures and crevices, They are 
very difficult to procure and although shot at repeatedly only 
two specimens have been obtained 

I have several times observed a number of large Petrels, or 
Petrel-like birds, in the vicinity of Charlotteville and Roseau. 
They are seen only after dark and keep elose to the surface of 
the water near the beach. I have repeatedly shot at them but 
as they fly very rapidly and are quite invisible-—except when 
they pass close at hand,—I have never been able to procure a 
specimen. ‘Uhey appear to be rather grayish in color and lighter 
below. Not infrequently seen near the end of the pier at Reseau, 
where they are only visible as they flit through the beam of 
light thrown by the lamp over the landing stage. 


ORDER STEGNAPODES. 
Family Phaethontidae. The Gannets und Pelicans. 


12. Phaethon aethereus, Linn. Red-billed Tropic Bird. 
‘“‘Palanche.” 


Common resident; breeding in company with the Yel- 
low-billed species in nearly all the sea-washed limestone cliffs 
on both sides of the island. Arrives with the other species in 
May and are not seen after July 15th. 


13. Sula cyanops, Sund. Blue-faced Booby. 


Not rare at Scott’s Head and at the northern end of the 
island,—Pointe Jacquet and Cape Melville. Breeds in company 
with the two following species and in about equal numbers. 
Very abundant at various rocky islets throughout the Antilles. 


14. Sula sula, Linn. Booby Gannet. ‘“ Fous.” 


Not a rare resident. Habits and breeding grounds as in the 
last species. 


15. Sula piscator, Linn. Red-footed Booby. 


Found in the same localities as the two preceeding species 
but rather rarer. ‘This species, as well as the other two boobies, 
are frequently seen when approaching the islands by steamer. 
They fly back and forth in the ship’s wake ; sometimes sailing on 
motionless wings close to the taffrail and apparently taking stock 
of the passengers and turning their heads from side to side as 
they keep pace with the vessel a few feet distant. I am informed 
by Dr. Nicholls that he collected this species as long ago as 
1879. 


ORDER, ANSERKS. 
Fumily Anatidae, The Ducks. 
16. Anas obscura,Gmel, Black Duck. 
Not uncommon during the fall migrations but very locally 


distributed. ‘Iwo specimens taken at Bois Cotlette Sept, 10th 
and Nov. 3rd, 1904. 


17. Anas discors, Linn. Blue-winged Teal. a 


The commonest of the ducks. This species is a regular mi- 
grant and is not infrequently shot on the Mountain Lake and on 
the larger rivers. Taken at Bois Cotlette Sept. 28th, 1904. 

18. Anas carolinensis, Gmel. Green-winged Teal. 

Only one specimen observed. Taken at Bois Cotlette Oct. 
4th, 1904. Probably this species occurs regularly in company 
with the last species. 

19. Spatula Clypeata, Linn. Shoveller Duck. 


Rare migrant. One specimen, a young male, taken at Scott's 
Head Oct. 2Uth, 1904. 


20. Cairina moschata, Lina. Muscovy Duck. 


Arare straggler. Seen in Layou River after a severe storm 
Sept. 18th, 1904 and reported by Dr. H. A. Alford Nicholls from 
Roseau River. Found breeding at Layou 


21. Aythya affinis, Eyt. Lesser Scaup-duck 


Not rare during the winter months on salt water, Seen in 
Roseau harbour and at Pointe Michel, where a specimen was 
secured Dec. 2nd L904. 


22. Nomonyx dominicus, Linn. Masked Duck. 


A rare resident. A pair seen near Morne Microtin in May 
were apparently breeding. One specimen which was later 
brought iu from the Mountain Lake, Oct. 6th, 1904, was probab- 
ly either one of this pair or one of their young. A specimen was 
also taken at Bois Cotlette Sept. 12th, 1904. 


23,Dendrocygna arborea, Linn. Tree Duck. 


A rare resident, locally distributed. Breeds at Bois Cotlette 
and at Morne Rouge, where at least three pairs nested during the 
spring of 1904. 


ORDER HERODIONES. 
Family, Ibididae. The Ibises. 
24.Guara alba, Linn. White Ibis. “ Nonette blanc.” 


A rare species as far as my observations go. One specimen, 
seen at Pointe Michel August 28th, 1904 after a heavy gale. 


Apparently this bird was exhausted and scarcely able to fly and 
was thus closély observed, but as no gun was procurable at the 
time I was unable to secure the specimen. The name, ‘‘ Nonette 
blanc,” as applied to this bird would indicate that it was of 
regular occurrence. The name “ Nonette,” (Osprey,) however 
is applied to the Hudsonian Curlew likewise and also to the 
Pigeon Hawk and Caripbean Sparrow Hawk. It apparently is 
applicable to any fish-eating bird with a curved bill as well as to 
any small hawk. 


25.Guara rubra, Linn. Scarlet Ibis. 


A pair of these magnificent birds bred at Bois Cotlette in the 
spring of 1904 and reports of their presence were brought to me 
all through May, June and July. On Augnst 18th, after repeated 
visits to the small fresh water ponds they frequented, I was 
fortunate enough to see one of the birds, in young, changing, 
plumage, among a flock of domestic ducks. Upon closer approach 
he took flight and a long shot was risked but without effect. 
The same or other individuals were afterwards seen in the 
vicinity but the overseer of the estate having forbidden shooting 
on the premises, unfortunately prevented further attempts at 
obtaining a specimen. 


26.Plegadis autumnalis, Hass. Glossy Ibis. 


Seen repeatedly near Sonfriere and Bois Cotlette during 
August and September, and at Layou September 18th 1904, 
Although no specimen was secured the distinctive appearance 
of this species leaves no question as to its identity. 

Family, Ciconiidae. The Wood Lbises. 
27. Tantalus loculator, Linn. Wood Ibis: 

Seen near Pointe Michel after a heavy gale August 28th 
1904. Although not obtained I am positive of the identity of 
this bird, so distinct in appearance and size from any other 
species. ‘lhe specimen observed was flying heavily near shore 
and was scen only a few moments after the White Ibis already 
mentioned, The difference in size and coloration was very 
marked and served as a positive means of identification for both 
species ; even had [ not been familiar with them both. 

Family, Ardeidae. The Herons. 


28, Ardea rufescens, Gmel. Reddish Egret. “ Gaulin 
rouge.” 


A rare resident, Two specimens taken at Layou December 
4th, 1904.

29. Ardea pealei, Bonap. Peale’s Regret. 


A very rare resident. Taken at Layou Park July 12th 1904, 
one specimen. 


30. Ardea tricolor ruficollis, Gosse. Louisiana Heron. 
* Gaulin feuille blanc.” 


Not rare resident, Abundant locally, as at Layou Park, Bois 
Cotlette and Batalie. 


31. Nycticorax nycticorax naevius, Bodd. Black-crowned 
Wight heron, “ Crabbier noir.” 


A common resident locally. Bois Cotlette, Layou Valley, 
Soufriere; in the last place more abundant than the Yellow- 
crowned species.

ORDER, PALUDICOLAE. 
Family Rallidue. The Rails an4 Coots. 
32. Porzana carolina, Linn. Sora Rail. 


Rare migrant. ‘Two specimens taken. Oct. 24th 1904, at 
Soufr.ére and Oct. 26th 1904 at Roseau. 


33. Gallinulag aleata, Licht. Florida Gallinule. “ Poule 
del’eau noir.” 


A rather common resident. Taken at Mountain Lake May 
20th and at Soufriere September 25th, 1904. Also seen on several 
occasions at various swampy or partially flooded roadsides in the 
Layou valley. 


34. Fulica caribaea, Ridgw. Caribbean Coct. 


Rarely seen but probably a common resident, Taken at 
Scott’s Head Canal, October 28th, 19U4 where the specimen was 
captured alive by a domestic cat, Seen also at Bois Cotlette. 
A badly decomposed specimen was also offered for sale in the 
market at Roseau, November 29th, 1904. Taken at the Layou 
River by Dr. H. A. Alford Nicholls, 


ORDER, LIMICOLAE. THE SNIPES AND SANDPIPERS. 
Family Recurvirostridae. 
$5. Himantopus mexicanus, Mull. Black-necked Stilt. 


A rare migrant. Obtained at the mouth of Roseau River 
by Dr. H. A. Alford Nicholls. 


Family Scolopacidae. 
36. Tringa canutus, Linn. Knot. 


A specimen of this species was found among several sand- 
pipers for sale in tho market at Soufriére, October 4th, 1904 and 
said to have been killed at Bois Cotlette. 


37. Tringa maculata, Vieill’ Pectoral Sandpiper, 
Jack Snipe. 


Abundant migrant, Large flocks of this species visited the 
island during October 1904 and a number of specimens were 
obtained at Bois Cotlette October 7th, 1904. 


$8. Tringa fuscicollis, Vieill. Bonaparte’s Sandpiper. 


A rare migrant. One specimen taken at Scott’s Head 
November 5th, 1904. 


39. Tringa bairdii, Coues. Baird’s Sandpiper. 


A vare migrant, occurring with the least and semipalmated 
sandpipers. ‘wo specimens taken at Soufriére, October Ist, 
1904. 


40. Tringa alpina pacifica, Red-backed Sandpiper. 


Rare migrant. One specimen taken at Soufriére October 1st, 
1904. : 


4]. Limosa haemastica, Linn. Hudsonian Godwit. 


Very rare migrant. Two specimens were killed by native 
hunters at Bois Cotlette October 8th, 1904. 
42. Totanus flavipes, Gmel. Lesser Yellow-legs. 


Common migrant. A number of specimens were taken at 


Bois Cotlette and at Canefield Sept. 29th, to Oct. Sth, 1904. 


43. Totanus solitarius, Wils. Solitary Sandpiper. 


An abundant migrant, frequenting tle sea beaches as well as 
fresh water ponds and streams and even running about the pud- 
dles in public roads and common around the drains in back yards 
of Roseau residences. Common everywhere from Sept. 20th, 
to Oct. 15th, 1904. Not observed during the spring migrations, 


44. Symphemia semipalmata, Gmel. Willet. 


Not uncommon during the fall migrations. Several seen 
and two taken at Bois Cotlette September 28th, 1904. 


45. Numenius hudsonicus, Lath, Hudsonian Curlew. 
“ Nonette.” 


A regular but not abundant visitor during the fall migrations. 
Taken at Layou September 18th, 1904 and also at Scott’s Head 
Canal. 

Family Charudriidae. The Plovers. 
46. Charadrius squatarola, Linn. Bla-k-bellied Plover. 

A single specimen of this species was procured by my cook 
at Sonfriére October 10th, 1904 but unfortunately was picked 
and partially dressed when discovered. The feet however had 
not becn removed and served tu identify the species. 


47. Aegialitis semipalmata, Bonap. Semipalmated Plover. 


A common migrant. A number seen and two taken at 
Soufriére September 10th, 1904. 


ORDER COLUMBAK. 
Family Columbidae. The Pigeons and Doves, 
48. Zenaida zenaida, Bonap. Zenaida Dove. 


A rare resident but probably hitherto confounded with the 
common species, Z. Castanea, aud therefore perhaps more 
common than supposed. Two specimens taken at Laudat October 
30th, 1904. Easily distinguished from the other species by the 
cinnamon color of the under tail coverts, which in Z, castanea 
are whitish, 


ORDER RAPTORES. 
Family Fulconidae. The Hawks and Falcons, 
49. Circus hudsonius, Linn. Marsh Hawk. 


A rare migrant. Two specimens in the young, brown, 
plumage, were seen coursing over the low guava flats at Soufriére 
during October 1904. 


50. Falco peregrinus anatum, Bonap. Duck Hawk. 


A pair of these hawks bred near St. Aroment in the spring of 
1904. They were frequently observed and on Sept. 12th, one of 
the young was brought to me by a negro woman and offered for 
sale. The price asked was*soz.exhorbitant and the condition of 
the plumage so bad that the specimen was not secured. As at the 
time of making out the present list the birds are still in the vici- 
nity I have hopes of procuring specimens in the near future. 


51. Buteo rivieri, sp. nov. verrill, Riviere’s Buzzard.

ORDER COCCYGES. 
Family Cuculidue. The Cuckoos. 


52. Crotophagea ani, Linn. Ani, ‘ Blackbird” “ Mal Cerbo.” 


Accidentully introduced by hnrricane from Martinique, 
September 3rd-4th, 1883. Now thoronghly naturalized and 
abundant everywhere. Breeds throughout the year as | have 
taken egys duiing every month. 


53. Ceccyzus. americanus, Linn. Yellow: billed Cuckoo. 


Not rare migrant. Three specimens observed in Botanic 
Station at Roseau, Sept. 25th, 26th and 28th, 1904. 


54. Ceccyzus erythropthalmus, Wils. Black-billed Cuckoo. 
A common fall migrant. Seen at Botanic Station, Bath, 


Soufriéresand Layou. One specimen secured at Roseau, Sept. 
30th, 1904.

Family Alcedinidae. The Kingfishers. 


55. Ceryle stictipennis. Antillean Kingfisher. 
“‘Calbasplomb rouge.” 


A rather rare resident but common locally. It is so con- 
spicuous as to render its absence from all previvus lists remark- 
able. Taken at Soufriére Sept. 25th, 1904, Roseau, Oct, 12th, 
1904 and at Petit Soutfriére Nov. 8th, 1904. There is also a 
specimen in the Victoria Memorial Library at Roseau. It is 
well known to the natives and has long been known to occur here 
by Dr. Nicholls.

ORDER PICI, 
Family Picidue. The Woodpeckers. 


56. Sphyrapicus varius, Linn. Yellow-bellied Sapsucker. 
“Charpentier montagne.” 


A rare migrant. A specimen of this bird was closely ob- 
served at Vorlet Nov. 20th, 1904 and a specimen in immature 
plumage was shot at Soufritre Nov. 27th. Mr. EB. A. Agar also 
reports having seen a woodpecker at La Haut on two occasions 
which | have no doubt was this species. It is a rather curious 
fact that while both Guadeloupe and St. Lucia have native wood- 
peckers, no woodpecker of any sort has hitherto been reported 
from Wominica and that the only species now known from this 
island should be merely a migrant from North America. 

In many localities the trees are riddled with the borings of a 
woodpecker of some species and it hardly seems probable that so 
many holes should have been made by the stragglers of the 
present species. It is not at all improbable therefore that an 
eee sous species of woodpecker may yet be discovered on the 
island. 


ORDER MACROCBIRES. 
Family Trochilidae. The Humming birds. 
57. Thalurania belli, sp. nov. A. H. Verrill. Bell’s 
Humming bird, * Foo-too feuille blanc.”

ORDER PASSERES. 
Family Tyvrannidae. The Kingbirds. 
58. Tyrannus tyrannus, Linn. Kingbird. 
A rare migrant, One specimen taken at Soufriére October 
6th, 1904. 
Family Icteridae. The Orioles. 
59. Icterus icterus, Linn. Troupial. 


Rare. One specimen. Layou, September 18th, 1904, Proba- 
bly introduced or an escaped cage bird. 


Family Tanagridae. The Tanagers. 
60. Piranga erythromelas, Vieill. Scarlet Tanager. 


A rare migrant. One specimen taken at St. Joseph’s Sep-. 
tember 10th, 19C4, and one seen in Botanic Station on October 
2nd, 1904. 


Family Horundinidae. The Swallows. 
61, Chelidon erythrogaster, Bodd. Barn Swallow. 


An abundant migrant arriving in large flocks. Seen in 
immense numbers at Goodwill October 25th, and at Botanic 
Station, November, ist, 1904. Several taken near Canefield, Novy. 
4th, 1904. 

Family Vireonidue. The Vireos. 


62. Vireo flavifrons, Vieill. Wellow-throated Vireo. 


A vare migrant, One specimen taken at Beause jour Sept. 
30th, 1904, 
Family Mniotiltidae. ‘The Warblers. 


63. Mniotiita varia, Linn. Black and White Warbler. 
“ Loiseux Noel.” 


“Abundant during the fall and spring migrations; a few 
remaing all winter, ‘Taken at various localities. Roseau, Oct. 


22nd to December 10th, 1904. 


64. Dendroica caerulescens, Black-throated-biue Warbler. 


Rare migrant. One specimen taken at Emn’s Hall, Dec. 
16th, 1904. 


65. Dendroica pennsylvanica, Linn. Chestnut-sided Warbler. 


Not uncommon during migrations, Two specimens taken at 
Loubiere, September 20th, 1904. Also seen about Roseau, espe- 
cially in the Botanic Station. 


66. Dendroica coronata, Myrtle Warbler. 


Occurs sparingly during migrations and remains all winter. 
Two taken at Soufriére December 19th, 1904. 


67. Dendroica blackburniae, Gmel. Blackburnian Warbler. 


A rare migrant. One specimen secured at Pointe Michel 
September 27th, 19v4. 


68. Dendroica maculosa, Magnolia Warbler. 


Not rare during the migrations and remains all winter. 
Three specimens obtained at Roseau, December 30th, 1964. 


69. Dendroica palmarum hypochrysea, Yellow Palm- 
Warbler. 


Occurs during migrations, a few remaing throughout the 
winter months. ‘lwo seen at Botanic Station December 28th, and 
one obtained at the ‘‘ Pen” January Ist, 1905. 


70. Selurus aurocapillus, Linn. Oven Bird. 


Common in the Botanic Station and at Emm’s Hall late in 
October. October 29th to November 5th, Laudat, Nov. 5th, 1904. 


71. Seiurus motacilla, Vieill. Large-billed Water-thrush. 
“ Becasse larche-noir.” 


Abundant winter resident, arriving in September. Obtained 
at Shawford and Laudat, October 7th, and observed in the 
Botanic Station September 25th, 26th and 28th and taken at 
various localities during November and December, 1904. 


72. Setophaga, ruticilla tropica, sp. nev. A. H. Verrill 
“ Tropical Redstart ‘“ Chat.”

NOTES FROM OBSERVATIONS MADE DURING THE 
YEAR 1904 ON THE HABITS, DISTRIBUTION, ETC., 
OF SPECIES PREVIOUSLY RECORDED FROM 
DOMINICA, WITH A COMPLETE LIST OF 
ALL THE SPECIES NOW KNOWN TO 
OCCUR ON THE ISLAND. 


Sterna dougalli, Montag. Roseate Tern. “ Twa-oo tete-noir.” 


This beautiful species is not uncommon on the leeward 
coast of the island and is most frequently seen in the vicinity of 
Pointe Miche] and Soufriére. Unlike the members of its species 
in the United States, the Roseate Tern of Dominica deposits its 
eggs in crevices of rocky cliffs. This peculiarity is doubtless 
mainly due to the almost entire absence of sandy or shingle 
beaches, except in the vicinity of houses or villages, I have not 
observed any individuals of this species before May Ist, and by 
August 10th, all disappear. 


Sterna antillarum, Less. Least Tern. “ Petit-petit Twa-oo.” 


Not rare locality. Breeds in widely separated localities on 
the southern and windward coasts. The habits, breeding 
grounds, etc. are similar to the last species. 


“Sterna fuliginosa, Gmel. Seesety Sooty Tern. ‘“Twa-oo.” 


This is the commonest of the resident terns but is much less 
often seen about the coast than the Roseate. The principal 
breeding grounds are at Morne Rouge and Pointe de fous, 
where there are large colonies, The eggs are laid among rocks 
and in crevices of the cliffs and are much sought after by the 
natives as an article of diet, as are also the young birds. Abun+ 
dant at Aves Island where they are known as “ Egg birds.” 


Sterna anaethetus, Scop. Bridled Tern. ‘Police la mer.” 


This handsome tern is very abundant during the breeding 
season and as late as November many individuals linger about the 


island. At this season they keep well out to sea during the day, 


é 


coming in towards the coast late in the afternoon, and roosting 
over night on the pieces of bamboo used as fishpot buoys. They 
are very unsuspicious and allow boats to approach within a few 
feet before taking flight. Breeding grounds with the sooty tern. 


Anous stolidus, Linn. Noddy Tern. ‘ M’ouen.” 


An abundant resident locally, breeding in large colonies at 
Pointe de Fous. Seldom seen near the shore during the day but 
arriving at the breeding grounds in large flocks at dusk. Arrives 
early in March and departs in October. 


Zenaida castanea, Bonap. Antillean Dove. “ Tourterelle.” 


This beautiful bird has increased in numbers to a remarka- 
ble degree since my visit to Dominica in 1890. At that time 
they were rarely seen except in the mountainous districts and 
were very shy and suspicious. At the present time they are 
abundant everywhere and are always to be found in the Botanic 
Station, at Morne Bruce and in the trees on the grounds of the 
“Pen; my residence in Rossau. They are very tame and easily 
approached and when feeding in the public roads merely flutter 
a few feet away when approached by carriage or on horseback. 
Doubtless the game laws now in force have much to do with 
the increase of this bird‘and the Perdrix. 


Columbigallina passerina trochila, Bonap. Antillean 
Ground-dove. “ Ortolan. 


Now very abundant everywhere. Common even in the 
streets, yards and gardens of Roseau, and feeding among the 
fowls in the yard of my residence in Roseau. 


Geotrygon martinica; Antillean Quail-dove. ‘“ Perdrix 
rouge” and “ Perdrix noir.” 


This bird, like the Tourterelle, has greatly increased in 
numbers during the past few vears. . A large series having been 
examined I have been able to settle definitely the question of the 
two phases of plumage,—red and dusky,—in regard to which all 
authorities have previously disagreed. Ridgeway has considered 
the red plumage that of the adult and the dusky-brown that of 
the young, (Ridgeway, Man. N. A. Birds); while Cory, (Auk, 
vol. 1V. p. 119), describes the red as the male and the dark-brown 
as the female. The natives have always asserted this to be the 
case and the small series obtained by my brother and myself in 
1890 seemed to bear out this theory. 


During the past year I have examined’a number in both, 
plumages: have raised the young to full growth and have 
obtained a number of specimens in various stages of plumage 
ranging from dark-brown through intermediate colors to the 
richest purple-red. I have found by these observations that the 
color of the plumage is merely individual variation and has no 
bearing on either age or sex,—in fact it is not even constant in 
the same individual. Young birds, whose first plumage was rich 
red, became dark-brown after the second molt and later assumed 
a partially red or pied plumage. Others which began life as 
brown birds changed gradually to a partially red plamage,—or in 
some cases an entirely red livery. Other specimens were from 
the first ; pied red and brown, while others always retained the 
red or brown color which they first acquired. Both males and 
females may be either one or the other color; pied, or interme- 
diate in shade. 

I have therefore come to the conclusion that this bird has a 
tendency to ussume a dimorphic stage of plumage, such as that 
possessed by the North American Screech—owl and other birds 
and which are well known to occur in either red or gray plumage 
without regard to sex, age or season, 


Coccyzus minor shelleyi, Antillean Cuckoo. ‘“ Cuckoo 
manioce.”’ 


This bird has not only greatly increased in numbers in recent 
years but has become very widely distributed and is now common 
in all parts of the island, including the town of Reseau and its 
vicinity. ‘This species sheuld be stringently protected by law, 
for although seldom killed by the hunters, its value as an insect 
destroyer is so great that all chances of its wanton destruction 
should be eliminated. 


Eulampis holosericeus, Linn. Emerald-breasted Humming- 
bird. “ Foo-foo verte.” 


Mr. Taylor stated in his report that he found this species 
“the most common hummingbird in Dominica,” At the time 
of my visit in 1899 I found it comparatively rare and far less 
abundant than either HE. jugularis or B. exilis. During the past 
year however I have been surprised to find that it far outnumbers 
the former, and is fully equal in numbers to the latter, species ; 
particularly in the vicinity of Roseau and at Soufriére, Appa- 
rently its scarcity in 1890 was due to some unusual cause by 
which large numbers of the species were destroyed and it has 
now merely regained its normal abundance. -

Amazona beuqueti, (nichollsii), Wag]. Dominican Parrot. 


During the time I spent collecting in the island in 1890 I 
found this parrot far rarer and more ditticult to procure than the 
“ Cicerog,” (A. angusta,) and confined almost entirely to the 
windward coast in the vicinity of Lasoye and during ten days 
spent at Bassenyille we did not meet with it at all. It is now 
far more abundant than A. augusta and is particularly common 
at Bassenville, Kinellan and Layou Park, in the Layou Valley. 
Tt is still shy and difficult to obtaiu but not nearly as much so as 
the Ciceroo. 


Tyrannus dominicensis, Dominican Kingbird. ‘ Pipiree.” 


Now abundant everywhere, especially in the vicinity of 
Roseau, and very tame and unsuspicious. During my former 
visit I found this species very shy and not at all common in the 
Roseau Valley. An inveterate and tireless insect destroyer and 
of incalculable value tv the planters of the island, this bird 
should be particularly well protected. Unfortunately large 
numbers are killed by the natives for food and are freyuently for 
sale in Roseau as * Grive.’”’ Doubtless the establishment of the 
Botanic Station has much to do with the increase of this and the 
other smaller birds in the vicinity of Roseau as it must afford 
them an unlimited food supply aud a safe haven of refuge which 
formerly did not exist. 


Loxigilla neetis sclateri, Allen. Schlater’s Finch. 
“ Perenoir,’ “ Meresang.”’ 


This bird, whieh abounds everywhere and is rapidly increas- 
ing in numbers, is probably the most injurious species on the 
island. It lives almost exclusively on fruit and delights in 
eating a small cavity in pinapples, bananas and mangves, appa- 
reutly merely for the pleasure of wanton destruction. It is 
certainly unwise to upset the balance of Nature as a general rule, 
but it must be remembered that the balance is upset just as soon 
as man commences to cultivate or plant. I should strongly 
advise the wholesale destruction of this species which has so 
little to recommend it either iu plumage, song or habits. There 
need be no fear of its extinction for a dird of such polygamous 
and prolific character can never be entirely exterminated Ly man. 


Saltator guadelupensis, Lafr. Guadeloupe Grosbeak. 
“ Grosbek.” 


This is another species which has increased to a wonderful 
extent within the past ten years and which has abandoned its 


former shy and retiring habits and has now become abundant 
even in the gardens and fruit trees in Roseau itself. A beautiful 
songster, yet it is also unfortunately an insatiable fruit destroyer. 


Vireo calidris, Linn. Caribbean Vireo. “ Cheweck 
tete-long.” 


Mr. Ober considered this bird a migrant only, as have subse- 
quent observers also. During the past year 1 have repeatedly 
found its nest and eggs and have observed it during every month 
of the year. It becomes very silent and retiring after the nesting 
season however and is seldom scen from June until April, except 
when particularly sought for. 

The nest is pensile and is beautifully constructed of soft 
fibre, hair and silk-votton and decorated with bits of moss, lichen 
and bark on the exterior. It is usually placed close to a road or 
path and is seldom more than ten or twelve feet above the earth. 
The eggs are three or four in number; creamy or buffy white, 
spotted,—and sometimes streaked,—with rich umber and black 
about the larger end. 


Setophaga ruticilla, Linn. American Redstart. 
“Tichat.” “ Chat.” 


Although this bird has always been considered merely a . 
migrant, | have, during the past year, observed redstarts during 
every month, and upon examination of a series taken during 
the spring and summer I am convineed that the residents are 
distinct from the migratory birds and are a yalid insular, sub- 
species, which I have described herein under the name of 
Setophaga ruticilla tropica. 

In connection with this matter the following note by Dr. 
H. A. Alford Nicholls will be of great interest and value :— 


‘© T have noticed two varieties of the Redstart for a number 
of years past and they are doubtless the trne American Redstart 
and the one you describe as indigenous. Vhe American Redstart 
has been observed by me on two occasions to arrive in flocks. 
On one occasion a flock of from 30 to 40 of these birds stayed in 
my garden in Roseau for a whole day and they entirely cleared 
away a scale insct that was then badly infesting my Rubiaceous 
plants.”
